Miss 
Sickles, and 
was 
struck 
by 
her 
quick witted repartees and her readiness 
to chat about current topics of interest. 
Meeting a school mate of hers next day, 
tne writer alluded to this. “Oh, yes,” was 
tne reply, **he was gay enough theo, pour 
child, but I thick she is almost broken­ 
hearted, notwithstanding her vivacity.” A 
few questions brought out the whole sad 
story. General Sickles’ first wife, the 
mother of his daughter, aa will be remem­ 
bered, was connected in the famous scan­ 
dal with Phillip Barton Key, the district 
attorney bt Washington, D. C.

He simply gives 
us the life of Benedict Arnold, what be 
lid for American Independence, the hard­ 
ships he endured, the sacrifices he made, 
the patriotism he displayed, the battles he 
fought, the great achievements bewrought, 
and the Inestimable service he rendered 
ho Colonies in the early part cf the 
mighty struggle for Independence.

No 
one eau read the trae life of Benedict Ar­ 
nold as written by Mr. Arnold, of Chicago, 
without being amazed at his courage, his 
devotion to the cause of liberty, his strong 
heart, his self-sacrifice, his heroism, and 
uis ability, and when they are through 
reading the book they feel like throwing 
ne broad mantle of charity over his faults, 
mu even were it possible to palliate his 
treason. There were very few .who went 
into the Revolution with nobler ambition, 
wi h a higher purpose, with greater zeal 
or tho cause of the Colonies, or with more, 
devoted patriotism, than did Benedict Ar­ 
nold, a man blackened by treason.

friend of 
Washington, 
did what hardly any other General in the 
army would have done, over-loooked the 
slight, endnrtd the sting without scarcely 
a murmur, and threw his whole soul rn the 
cause he then loved. Had he afterwads 
fallen at the second battle near Saratoga, 
where by his own skill, desperate darmg, 
and almost nnparelleled courage, he won 
one of the fifteen great battles of tne world, 
re would have had a place next to Wash­ 
ington on the pages of American history. 
Arnold had his fault, like the rest of mor­ 
tals, an J his crime was black and damning, 
but he was a brava General, a man of 
wonderful courage, of indomitable pluck, 
but was not a great military leader.

use. The good are to be judged according 
lo the laws et h wealy order and tho bad 
according to the infernal laws of disorder. 
No oiher system of treatment would be 
adapted to the situation. 
It is in vain to talk about good results on 
the crimlual, proceeding from forgiving 
him. such forgiveness always exists in 
the Slate | His punishment is always de­ 
signed for tbe protection of society and to 
mike him belter. 
3uch is the depredation of the criminal 
that he can rarely appreciate his crime till 
he is lorced to take its own poison. 
He 
must be doctored from his own standpoint 
hciore the quality of the medicine wilt be 
such as to do him soy goc J. 
External penitence is a fraud on morcy- 
The relaxation of punishment, except m 
cases of long tried reformation, is a ain 
against society, and an encouragement to 
the criminal to persist in bis evil course. 
The crimiual should he punished because 
he cannot desist from his crime, till the 
degree 
of 
suffering 
excels 
his 
Might in it. 
This is true mercy. 
When 
society tails to administer this punishment, 
It tails to do its proper doty. I am entirely 
disgusted with that stupid charity, that 
compromises with sin. It you want the 
country filled with tramps, feed and clothe 
them lo idleness. If yon waul drunkenness 
and rowdyism, make them popular by 
your approbation. If you want thefts, 
adulterers and all mauuer of crimes, in­ 
cluding murder, make the suffering of tbe 
penalty less in degree than the criminals 
delight in commuting the crimea, and you 
will h ive tie n. This is according to the 
law ut mao’s mental being. You eau no 
more get away from it, than you can from 
dankness, when the san is obscured. 
At the present day there are many weak 
men aud women, whose judgments are 
sidly clouded ou this question of capital 
punishment. 
Their simplicity exceeds 
their intelligence. They have a greater 
horror ot the punishment of a criminal, 
than they have of the crime he commits 
They have a greater pity of sin, than they 
have a love ot virtue.

I have lust Did what was beat for society 
was best tor the criminal, and this bnogt 
me to the closing part of my subject. 
Science declares there is no such thing 
as forgiveness for the violation of the law? 
of nature. Every penalty must be suffered 
whether the violation proceeds from igoor 
ance, accident or intention. There 19 no 
appeal from this law. It Is the divim 
decree in the world of nature. It is als. 
the divine dc cree in the spiritual lite. It & 
man would not suffer he must keep out oi 
tne way of the law, or, in other worde 
obey it, and thus become one with it. Bu 
while the wicked, for their own preaerva 
tion, will regulate punishment lo the here 
after among themselves, tbe State through 
the voice of its people must do it here.

But th 
bnfggies that do not bear fruit are counts 
Al bid, and cut off an i cast Into the fire. 


Is your comprehension of the divine gov­ 
ernment so weak that yon think this cruel ? 
Do you think it awful to separate tbe un­ 
fruitful vine from the fruitful vine ? Then 
never trim your grape vine again, either 
in a natural or spiritual sense, and both 
you and your vine will gradually go to the 
devil.

As the old “red cent” has now passed 
out of nee, and, except rarelv, oat of sight, 
like the “old oaken bucket,” its history is 
a matter of sufficient interest for preserva­ 
tion. The cent wae first proposed by Rob­ 
ert Morris, the great financier of the Rev­ 
olution, and was named by Jefferson two 
years later.' l l began to make ltB appear­ 
ance from the mint in 1722. 
It bore the 
head oi Washington on one side and thir­ 
teen links on the other. The French rev­ 
olution created a rage fpr French ideas in 
America, which pat on the cent instead of 
the head of Washington the head ot the 
Goddess of Liberty—a French liberty— 
with

forward 
and ll J w mg locks. The chain on the re­ 
verse side was displaced by the olive 
wreath of peace; but the French liberty 
was short lived and so was her portrait on 
our cent. The next head or figure that 
succeeded this—the staid, classic dame 
with a fillet around her hair—came into 
fashion about thirty or forty years ago, 
and lier finely chiseled Grecian features 
have been bat slightly altered In the lapse 
of time.

A M an W ho M a d e a n d L o s t a F o r tu n e

New York, Nov. 2G—Ttiero is now in 
“the street” a man who came from Con­ 
necticut a few years ago, and made $000,- 
000 In six months. He had $7,000 to alan 
with, partly money that he* had Eaved aud 
the rest borrowed. In whatever direction 
he reached money seemed to answer the 
touch. The news of his luck went back, 
aud fairly bewildered the town whence be 
came. Of those who took the (ever seven 
gave up their employ moot sod came to the 
city, making here a little buuch of specu­ 
lators like many another that may be fouud 
in Wall street, drawn together by like 
causes from many parts of the country, it 
is just as when somebody draws a prize iu 
a lottery, straightway half the people in 
the neighborhood go to buying lottery 
tickets. And tor the same reasons you may 
find rn small cities or towns remote from 
New York communities who seem to have 
a bent for stock speculations. Ask why. 
and you usually will discover that some 
body from that town has gone to New 
York and taken up the stock business, or 
at some time has made a big hit there. 
Among those who followed the man 
from Connecticut was a young fallow wlo 
had $80 OOO of a fortune left by a rein 
tive. This made him rich in a country 
town, but he was dazzled by the then 
rapidly increasing fortune of his successtul 
fellow townsman. He began putting small 
bites into tho Wall (direct shark’s mouth, 
and lost steadily, bat not enough to alarm 
him, for be had no doubt his luck would 
turn and give him as much money as the 
man who had struck it rich had made. He 
met the fortunate individual in the street 
and said: “You’ve got $000.000—enough 
for anybody to live on. 
Wny don’t you 
take it and get out and keep it ?” 
“Because I want to make it a round $1,- 
000,000; then I'll clear out.” 
In less than two months he lost every 
dollar of the $000,000. Luck went as per 
aistently against him as it had been for 
him, and ia a desperate endeavor to regain 
his losses he stacked up his margins until 
the whole great fortune melted away. It 
took the man with $80,000 a year to 
lose his money; he made smaller and more 
cautious operations, but he lost it all the 
same. Ile couldn’t withstand the fascina­ 
tion of the street, and now he is the cash­ 
ier of a small banking concern, at a salary 
of $1,800. 
The $000,000 man stuck to it, too. Some. 
times he was well clad, and again not so 
well. Occasionally he made a little strike 
of a few hundred, and speedily lost it all. 
When he was particularly hard aground 
he would slip up home aud stay away 
awhile, but he would soon return with a 
small capital aud try again. On August 4 
last be appeared with $100. which he put 
up as a margin with a broker who had 
handled hundreds oi thousands for him in 
bis flush days, and begaa to buy stocks. He 
struck the first of this great blood-tide that 
has inundated the country and came in 
with it.
